MANITOBA CHEESE. 


Superintendent Macdonald's Advice to 
Vactory Proprietors, 


The following cirenlar has been issued 
by Mr. C. C. Macdonald, dairy superin 
tendent, from the Manitoba department 
of agriculture and immigration. _ 

Dear Sir—As the cheese season 15 DOW 
about opening op, 1 desire to offer the 
following snggestions with a view to 
aiding the cheese makers of Manitoba to 
prepare their ontpat of cheese ina broper 
manner to snit the marketa of Fagiand 
and Scotiand. From information gained 
from the best anthority in Harops, the 
requirements of these markets are: heeser 
of sixty pounds weight, and over, not 
ander, Cheese to be of uniform size as 
nearly practicable, having square edges, 
and to stand up straight. free from any 
checks or cracks, close cutting and uni- 
form color. In order t) insure unifor- 
mity in eiza, it would be found very ad- 
vantageous to weigh the curd when put- 
ting it into the hoops. This weult ena- 
sure @ uniform size at least of each day's 
make. | would strongly advise weigh- 
ing all the eurd for each hoop rach day. 

Color—The color should be medinm; 
not too high, about one onnce of goxt 
cheese color per 100 ponnds of. nulk wail 
be sullicient to make the cherte fhe pre 
per uniform color, 

The Manitoha cheese of last year ehow- 
ed a little too omnch firmness for the 
nropean market; this can be easily re- 
medied. Cook the curd in the whey to 
54 degrees, allow between | and | of an 
inch of acid to develop by the het 
irom eet. Vefore drawing the whey 
firm the curd well by stirring with the 
rake before acid development; or if fast 
working curd, draw the «# hey for hot

Branding.—Do not beand the bowes 
on the cover.

MUST LiVE IN THE STATES, 


U. &. Immigration RIM Affecting Canadiins 
Adopted by Congre aa. 


The Corliss amendment to the inimi- 
gration bill which renders all contracts 
with aliens to perform laber in the 
United States null and void, and making 
it a niademeanor for persons to perfor 
labor in the United States who have be 
come citizens of the United States and 
returned to Canada, was agreed to in the 
house, 121 to 45, The MeCall immigra- 
tion bill. providing edneational test for 
intending immigrants, as amended by 
the Corliss Canadian labor amendment, 
passed inthe house, 1) to 25. ‘The Stone 
consular Inspection substitute was killed, 

‘The Corlise amendment as passed, adda 
to the classes of aliens excluded from ad- 
miscion to the United Staten, all mate 
persons between the aves of sixteen and 
sixty yeara old, (except parents of per 
aone living in this conniry) who cannot 
both read and write tinglish or some 
other langnage, The Corliss amendment 
added tothe bill, exctudea aliens wii 
ceme across the borders year after year 
to perform labor in thea United States, 
with no intention of settling therein, It 
declares all labor contracta with aliens 
youd, and makes partie: thereto, within 
the jarisdistion of the United Statea, 
ponishible with a fine of $1) 000, er iio 
prizonment not exer eding one vear; 
makes it a misdemeanor for natoralizei 
citizens who bave returned to 4a foreign 
eountry, making the same hie home, to 
avain perform labor in the! nited > tates, 
makes ita mistemeanor for aliens to 
cross the border for laber in the United 
States, exceptat a port of entry, and im 
pos sa head tax of tifiy cents on cach 
immigrant,
